Maurer, Buchan win 
City Councii eiection 


Cieorge Maurer and Andrew Roy Buchan were 
the top winners in the Sierra Madre City Council 
election Apr. 12. 

Maurer was in first place with 1015 votes and 
Mayor Bucahn came in second with 943 votes. 
Mayor Pro Tern Sam Simpson was third place winner 
with 774 votes and James C. Hester had 767 votes 
for fourth place. 

Helen Hernande/ Snoddy garnered 507 votes, 
Louise Irene Steele had 133 votes and write-in 
candidate Jack Grotewiel had a total of 37 votes. 

Nancy Sue Shollenberger, unopposed candidate 
for city clerk, had 1713 votes and Douglas Berkshire, 
unopposed city treasurer candidate, won with 1675 
votes. 

The breakdown of votes in various precincts 
for all candidates arc listed below. 


Thirty-two percent of the 6954 registered voters 
went to the polls in this election, a considerable 
rise from past elections, according to City Clerk 
Shollenberger. 

This is Maurer’s first stint as a politician; 
however, Buchan is completing his fourth year on 
the council. Council terms are four years and in 
two years there will be three seats open. 

Maurer is printing foreman at the Sierra Madre 
News and Buchan is a retired civil engineer who is 
now a consultant. 

Simpson is retired; Hester is an attorney in 
Sierra Madre. Snoddy is in public relations and 
Steele is in restaurant management. Grotewiel has 
his own drafting company. 

Reorganization of the council takes place next 
Tuesday.

Earthquake damage 
soon to be repaired 

Ron Hutson, project coordinator of the Mam 
Street Program, reports that what has often beeti 
termed “the eyesore,” the fortner gallery at 1 Ker- 
stitig Court that sustained great earthquake damage, 
is about to be repaired. 

Cultural Heiitage Commission gave an OK 
to the plans for the facade at last week’s meeting. 
The facade was desigtted by McClellati, Cruz, 
Gaylord and Associates of Pasadena. The details 
of the brick facade were presented. 

John H. Haigh and Associates, structural 
engineers, are responsible for the plans which have 
beeti approved and are ready to be picked up by 
a contractor. The .structural portiott has been approved 
by the city with plan check completed. 

Hutson explained that the bricks used as a 
facade on the fortner structure could not be repli- 
cateil but that builders will attempt to make the 
reproiluciions as close to the oi iginals as possible. 

“The contractor can get started imtnediately 
since it takes about 90 days for the new bricks to be 
gla/ed," Huistin explained. “They need a 9()-day lead 
time to obtaiti the steel but within the next three 
WLVks mechanical wink will beuin."

t.uilovico. who was appointed postmaster ol 
Sierra Madre in January, 1987, was nominated bv 
Jovee Steele, former postmaster of Sierra Mailre 
who has moved on to that post in Monrovia. 

The Western region consists of C'alifoinia. 
Washington, Hawaii, Alaska, Oregoti, ,\rizona, 
Nevada, Utah, Montana, Idaho, New Mexico, and 
El Paso. Tex. 

The Sierra Madre postmaster has the medical 
classification of “quadriplegic” and was diagnosed 
as a cerebral palsey victitn when he was 11 months 
old. Trips to the hospital became a wav of hie 
lor the lainily which consists of a twin sister who is 
19 minutes voungei than Tom, Karen, Leah and 
I eonaril Jr. His iiunher, Kathleen, never gave up 
on the youngster and Tom aiiiibuies most ol his

W'hen he was 3 years old, he contracted epi 
lepsy alter a triple bout of illness; chicken pox, 
measles and enccphiliiis. That same year he was 
Ihe l.os Angeles cerebral palsey psoier child. He 
has since outgrow n the epilepsy.

Hospital, then aileiuleil public school loi awhile He

Ludovico started working for the postal ser¬ 
vice ill June, I97‘>, canving mail for four 
years. He became supei iiiiendcni of postal opera¬ 
tions in 1987 because of “ouisianding merit,” 
and came to Sierra Madre in 1984. 

Steele toki llie News, “roin’s hardships in 
dealing with Ins handicaps have provided him 
with an uiiileistanding of others and helpeil him 
develop backbone to deal with different problems, 
often turning iliem into positives. He takes corrective 
action when necessarv but his employees know he 
will treat them lairlv. He says. ‘My employees do 
not work lot me but with me.' I applaud him 
for his quest lor a good hie, foi his leadership 
anil talent in human relatiiins.” 

While Steele was postmaster in Sierra Madre, 
Ludovico vmrkeil for her and they are 
now neighbor ing post masters. 

Ludovico has taken up hang gliding and wmil 
Stirling because he couUl master them with Ins hanih- 
cap, Steele explains.

Guide for Reserve Food Supply 


Sheif Life of Foods 

Here are suggested replacement 
periods for the kinds of food listed in the 
Guide for Reserve Food Supply: 

Use within 6 months: 

• Evaporated Milk 

• Dried fruit, in metal container 

• Dry crisp crackers in metal container 

• Gum 

Use within 1 year: 

• Nonfat dry or whole milk in metal 
container 

• Canned meat, poultry, fish. Mixtures of 
meat, vegetables, and cereal products, in 
sealed cans or jars 

• Canned condensed meat and vegetable 
soups 

• Dehydrated soups, in metal container 

• Canned fruits, fruit juices & vegetables 

• Cereal: Ready to eat cereals, in metal 
container. Uncooked cereal (quick-cooking 
or instant), in metal container 

• Hydrogenated fats, vegetable oils 

• Sweets and Nuts: Hard candy, nuts 
(canned), instant puddings 

• Miscellaneous: Coffee, tea. cocoa (in¬ 
stant). Dry cream products (instant) 
boullion products. Flavored beverage pro¬ 
ducts. Flavored extracts. Soda, baking 
powder 

May be stored indefinitely: 

• Sugar, salt 

Cooking 

In a disaster situation there may be 
no electricity or gas for cooking. For emer¬ 
gency cooking you can use a charcoal grill, 
. Hibachi or camp stove outdoors only! You 
can also heat food with candle warmers, 
chafing dishes and fondue pots. Canned 
food can be heated in the can, but remove 
the paper label and open the can first. 

Remember — If the Electiricity 
IsOff... 

First: Use perishable food and foods 
from the refrigerator. 

Second: Use foods from the freezer 
(keep a list of freezer contents on the out¬ 
side, so you can cut down opening the 
door). Foods in a well-filled, well-insulated 
freezer do not begin to spoil until several 
days after the power goes off. Usually 
there will still be ice crystals in the center 
of the foods (meaning they are safe to eat) 
for at least 3 days after a power failure. 

Third: Begin to use non-perishable 
foods and staples. 

To Decrease Dishwashing... 

First: Use paper plates and cups. 
Second: Line china or plastic plates 
with plastic food wrapp, which can be dis¬ 
carded after use, leaving the plate clean. 

Third: Mark a separate water drinking 
cup for each family member. It can be 
used for water only, all day.

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Nova Museum introduces 
youngsters to science 


exhibits. Dinosaurs. Sharks’ jaws. Bears’ teeth. 
Toys with magnets. Computers. A “kid-vid” tele¬ 
vision station complete with television camera and 
a weather station. 

Plans for the museum sprang directly from Dr. 
Hughes’ work toward her doctorate in early 
childhood studies at Nova University, and in fact 
the first funds for the museum came indirectly 
from work in Pasadena toward her Ed.D. degree. 
Nova was the first accredited U.S. university to 
offer field-based doctoral degrees. A new three-year 
Ed. D. program in early and middle childhood is 
opening in Los Angeles May 15. 

Nova Museum includes authentic antiques, 
computers, optics, outer .space exhibits, aircraft 
models, a Velcro “sticky” fish game for oceano¬ 
graphic study, preserved reptiles, bullet-proof vest, 
a dental office, toys, dolls and games with 
science applications, wood, paper and materials 
for making photos without chemicals. 

Jack Hughes, like his wife a native of Illinois, 
undertakes many of the tasks that need to be done 
around the musuem. 

“I’m a combination carpenter, painter, and 
handyman,” he says. “I get the jobs that no 
one else has time to do.” 

“He’s always been modest about his contribu¬ 
tions,” his wife says. “But he shouldti’t be. I doubt 
that the museum could operate at all without his 
help. I know it wouldn’t operate as well as it does 
today.”

America’s first children’s museum established 
as a unit of a public school system is located in 
Covina, but it has close ties to Sierra Madrc. 

It came into being as a result of the work of 
Dr. Donna M. Hughes, wife of Jack Hughes, 
a Sierra Madre businessman, while she was under¬ 
taking graduate work at Nova University, it gets 
its name from that institution. 

As head of the Danberi Company at 25 S. 
Baldwin, Jack Hughes has a nationwide 
business in optical spectacle components such as 
nose and earpiece pads for opticians. 

Nova Museum serves as a key tool for 
introducing science to more than 500 boys and 
girls from kindergarten through the fifth grade 
at Cedargrove Eletneniary School, iti Charter Oak 
atid parts ol Covitia, Cilctulora, attd Sati Ditnas. 

Through Nova Museutn Dr. Hughes helps 
children tnakc their trwii discoveries through a 
“seeing, feelitig, louchitig atui reasottitig” process 
lltat educators recogtii/c as lasiitig and effective, 
fhere the childrctt tnake their owti selectiotis, use 
their own itnaginaiiotis, ittvetii, create, pretetid and 
work together. The museutn leaches self-reliance 
as well as science. 

The kids dress up in medical smocks, police 
and fire-fighter uniforms to gel a feel for health 
activities, law and order and family protection. 

Chief of Police Bill Beits of Sierra Madre 
Police Department donated a policeman’s uniform 
cap, complete with shiny badge, for this leaching 
element for the youngsters. 

Danny Osti of Osii Tree Service contributed 
cross-sections of trees so that children could count 
the rings to determine the age of the tree, as well as 
to determine when fires and droughts happened in 
years past.

In “Catspaw ,” a young 
terrorist (he perfers 
the term “urban 
guerrilla”) kidnaps 
and bombs in a last 
ditch attempt to get 
attention for his 
frantic concern for 
water pollution.
